RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 


Section  i.  Prices,  Rules  and  Regulations  es- 
tablished by  the  : Joint  Committee  cannot  be 
changed  or  deviated  from  in  any  manner  by  the 
action  of  any  local  branch,  individual  blower  or 
manufacturer. 

Sec.  2.  All  ware  on  this  List  shall  be  subject 
to  the  full  price,  with  the  following  exceptions : 

(a)  Mason  & Mason’s  Improved  Fruit  Jars, 
they  to  be  thirty  (30)  per  cent,  off  the  List. 
All  other  blowover  fruit  jars  shall  be  twenty 
(20)  per  cent,  off  the  list,  regardless  of  the  use 
to  which  they  may  be  put. 

(b)  For  all  ware  blown  from  opal  glass  there 
shall  be  a charge  of  fifty  (50)  per  cent,  additional 
to  the  list  price  of  1911-12. 

(c)  Blowover  ware  shall  be  rated  five-sixths 
(5/6)  the  price  of  finished  ware,  except  fruit 
jars  and  oil  cans  and  all  ware  provided  for  in 
this  list. 

(d)  All  grinding  ware  shall  be  fifteen  (15) 
per  cent,  extra. 

Ware  selected  for  cutting  on  two  or  more  sides 
shall  pay  fifty  (50)  per  cent,  additional  to  list 
price. 

(e)  Corrugated  inside  finish  shall  be  one  (1) 
cent  per  dozen  extra. 
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(f)  Ware  with  extra-wide  mouth  shall  be 
three  (3)  cents  per  gross  above  the  price  of  wide 
mouth. 

(g)  When  blowover  bottles  or  fruit  jars  are 
made  in  a shop  with  finished  ware  they  shall  be 
the  same  price  as  if  finished. 

(h)  On  all  ware  made  above  standard  weight 
there  shall  be  a charge  of  one-half  (j/2)  cent 
per  dozen  for  each  additional  ounce. 

All  ware,  unless  otherwise  specified  in  the  list, 
when  made  extra  weight,  shall  be  rated  by  gradu- 
ating as  the  bottle  is  found  and  adding  the  price 
of  six  (6)  cents  per  ounce  to  the  price  opposite 
the  capacity  found. 

(i)  On  all  ware  below  standard  weight  there 
shall  be  no  reduction  in  price. 

(j)  There  shall  be  no  extra  charge  for  ware 
finished  with  the  sanitary  seal. 

(k)  All  screw-top  finished  ware  to  be  one-half 
(*4)  cent,  per  dozen  extra,  except  where  the 
screw  is  blown  in  the  mould. 

(l)  All  inside-screw  finish  shall  be  one  (1) 
cent  per  dozen  extra,  or  an  average  day’s  work. 

(m)  Practical  inside-closure  finish  shall  be 
three  (3)  cents  per  dozen  extra.  Outside-closure 
finish  shall  be  one  (1)  cent  per  dozen  extra. 

(n)  When  bottles  are  gauged  for  two  or  more 
finishes  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  cents  per  gross 
shall  be  added  to  the  established  price  for  blow- 
ing. 
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(o)  Pinched  rings  finished  shall  be  one  (i) 
cent  per  dozen  extra. 

(p)  All  lettered  or  numbered  ware  twisted 
shall  be  one  (i)  cent  per  dozen  extra. 

(q)  Stamped  ware  shall  be  four  (4)  cents 
per  dozen  extra  where  blower  gathers  glass  for 
stamp,  but  where  gatherer  is  furnished  for  this 
work  the  price  shall  be  one  (1)  cent  per  dozen 
extra. 

(r)  Hayner’s  Combination  Lock  Finish,  all 
non-refillable  bottles,  and  Choke-neck  Brandies 
shall  pay  an  average  day’s  work. 

Quart  ware  finished  with  Simplex  finish  shall 
pay  three  and  one-half  (354 ) cents  per  dozen 
extra. 

(s)  All  ware  made  with  cast  ring  shall  pay 
twenty-five  (25)  per  cent,  extra;  to  be  applied 
only  on  ware  that  has  been  reduced. 

(t)  Prescriptions  made  in  cylinder  molds 
when  made  ifor  stoppering  shall  be  rated  on  the 
Tincture  or  Salt  Mouth  Bracket. 

HOW  SHOPS  SHALL  WORK. 

Sec.  3.  Two  blowers  shall  constitute  a shop  in 
places  where  ring  is  cast,  or  three  blowers  when 
finished  at  the  glory-hole.  In  no  case  shall  more 
than  three  blowers  be  employed  when  finishing  at 
the  glory-hole,  or  more  than  two  when  ring  is 
cast. 

Sec.  4.  No  member  of  this  Association  shall 
be  allowed  to  work  in  a glory-hole  shop  with  a 
gathering  boy,  where  three  men  are  employed.  It 
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shall  be  optional  with  the  employers  to  place  a 
gatherer  in  a shop  o*f  two  blowers,  but  only  on 
ware  26  ounces  in  weight  and  upwards. 

This  section  not  to  apply  to  the  turn-mold 
shops,  which,  in  all  cases,  shall  be  furnished  with 
a gatherer. 

S^c  5.  No  workman  shall  be  allowed  to  work 
a single  place  when  there  is  a competent  work- 
man idle  to  fill  the  place. 

Sec.  6.  If  for  any  reason  one  member  of  a 
shop  is  absent,  and  there  is  no  idle  workman  pres- 
ent to  fill  the  place,  the  two  remaining  workmen 
shall  work  the  shop  without  a gathering  boy, 
until  return  of  absent  workman,  or  another  work- 
man can  be  procured  to  fill  the  place. 

Sec.  7.  Where  shops  are  furnished  with  a 
knocking-off  or  a pulling-off  boy,  three  men  shall 
constitute  a shop,  and  shall  not  be  furnished  a 
gathering  boy  on  any  weight  of  ware. 

Each  shop  in  moiling  prescription  houses  shall 
have  a pulling-off  boy  when  blowing  bottles  eight 
ounces  and  larger. 

Sec.  8.  In  tank  furnaces,  where  blowover  jars 
are  made  and  ware  is  bursted  off  in  the  mould, 
no  gathering  boy  shall  be  allowed,  and  three  men 
will  make  a shop;  but  in  pot  and  tank  furnaces, 
where  the  jars  are  taken  out  of  the  mould  by  the 
blowers,  two  men  and  a gathering  boy  will  con- 
stitute a shop.

Sec.  9.  Blowers  making  oil  cans  shall  be  al- 
lowed a gathering  boy. 

SEC.  10.  Manufacturers  must  furnish  all 
blocks,  tools,  punties,  pipes  and  other  necessary 
factory  equipment. 

Sec.  11.  When  firms  work  their  furnaces  more 
than  one  turn,  the  men  so  employed  shall  change 
off  alternately. 

Sec.  1 2.  Manufacturers  shall  allow  the  follow- 
ing variations  in  weight:

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Sec.  13.  Workmen,  when  called  upon  to  blow 
for  a finishing  machine,  if  put  to  a loss  on  ac- 
count of  a faulty  machine,  shall  be  paid  their 
average  day’s  work,  and  in  nowise  will  they  be 
paid  or  receive  less  than  $5  per  day. 

WORKING  TIME,  STOPS  AND  HOLIDAYS. 

Sec.  14.  Eight  hours  per  day  (actual  working 
time)  shall  constitute  a day’s  work,  starting  time 
to  be  arranged  between  the  firm  and  the  branch, 
with  one  hour  for  dinner,  at  the  end  of  the  first 
four  hours,  work  to  cease  at  4 P.  M.  on  Satur- 
day. The  night  shift  to  work  eight  hours  also, 
and  there  shall  be  no  Saturday  night  work. 

During  the  months  of  May,  June,  July,  August 
and  September  work  shall  cease  at  12  o’clock 
noon  on  Saturdays. 

Nothing  in  these  rules  shall  be  so  construed 
as  to  prevent  any  factory  operating  three  turns 
in  twenty-four  hours. 

It  is  understood  that  where  there  are  a suffi- 
cient number  of  competent  idle  men  and  the 
branch  so  requests,  every  effort  shall  be  made 
by  the  manufacturer  to  employ  three  shifts. 

Where  there  are  a number  of  idle  competent 
men  at  any  branch,  and  not  enough  to  operate 
three  shifts,  manufacturers  and  the  committee 
shall  use  every  effort  to  arrange  for  a division 
of  time  and  work  with  the  idle  men. 

Sec.  15.  There  shall  be  a stop  of  fifteen  min- 
utes for  each  and  every  open  pot  to  set,  and 
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thirty  minutes  for  every  monkey  covered  pot,  and 
one  hour  for  large  covered  pot;  workmen  are  not 
to  take  pots  out  at  the  end  of  the  blast. 

Sec.  1 6.  The  following  named  holidays  shall 
be  observed  in  the  United  States  and  Canada : 
Labor  Day  and  night,  Thanksgiving  Day  and 
night,  Christmas  Eve,  day  and  night;  Decoration 
or  Memorial  Day  and  night,  and  Fourth  of  July 
eve,  day  and  night,  or  the  day  set  apart  when  any 
of  the  above  holidays  fall  upon  Sunday;  the  eve 
begins  with  the  ending  of  the  shift  nearest  to  6 
P.  M.  Where  the  eve  is  not  provided  for  as  a 
holiday  two  shifts  shall  be  worked  and  work  shall 
cease  not  later  than  twelve  o’clock  midnight. 

Sec.  i 7-  Victoria  Day  shall  be  observed  in 
Canada  instead  of  Decoration  Day  and  Dominion 
Day  instead  of  the  Fourth  of  July. 

Sec.  i8.  No  factory  is  to  be  stopped  for  the 
purpose  of  permitting  workmen  to  attend  the 
funeral  of  a deceased  member,  but  Branches  may 
appoint  pall-bearers  or  a suitable  committee  to 
attend  funeral. 

Sec.  19.  Continuous  operation  is  agreed  to, 
but  each  of  the  workmen  shall  take  four  consecu- 
tive weeks  vacation  between  June  15  and  Septem- 
ber 15,  the  time  to  be  arranged  between  the  fac- 
tory committee  and  the  firm. 


r 
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PAYMENTS,  SETTLEMENTS,  ETC. 

SEC.  20.  All  workmen  shall  be  compelled  to  re- 
ceive, and  the  manufacturers  must  pay  in  full  in 
cash  every  two  weeks,  and  not  more  than  one 
week’s  earnings  shall  remain  unpaid.  There  shall 
be  no  deductions  for  private  accounts  or  bills 
against  workmen. 

Sec.  21.  Apprentices  are  to  be  paid  in  full 
their  proportion  of  wages  every  pay  day  under 
the  rules. 

SEC.  22.  The  wages  for  a shop  working  day 
work  shall  be  the  same  as  the  average  daily  wage 
of  the  same  shop  for  the  previous  pay,  but  in  no 
case  shall  the  workman  receive  less  than  $6.50 
per  day. 

Sec.  23.  All  ware  shall  be  credited  to  the 
blower  within  72  hours  after  it  has  been  made, 
and  the  workers  cannot  be  held  responsible  for 
ware  after  it  has  been  assorted  or  shipped.  They 
must  also  be  credited  for  ware  before  it  is  steam- 
ed or  washed  and  for  stoppered  ware  before  it 
is  ground,  and  for  all  blowover  ware  after  it  has 
been  chipped. 

Sec.  24.  Each  firm  must  make  a cash  settle- 
ment within  ten  days  after  the  fire  goes  out. 

Sec.  25.  Workmen  quitting  or  being  discharg- 
ed and  a firm  refusing  to  give  them  their  settle- 
ments, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  factory  com- 
mittee to  see  that  workmen’s  ware  is  packed  and 
a settlement  made  within  72  hours  after  the  last 
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blowing,  and  also  to  see  that  all  just  indebted- 
ness due  firm  is  settled  at  the  same  time. 

Sec.  26.  A statement  of  each  blower's  earn- 
ings shall  be  furnished  the  factory  committee. 

NOTICE  TO  QUIT  OR  DISCHARGE 
Sec.  27.  Any  workman  holding  a regular  place 
desiring  to  quit  work  must  give  notice  to  the 
manufacturer,  and  shall  work  five  consecutive 
blowings  afterwards  in  his  regular  place.  Manu- 
facturers desiring  to  discharge  a workman  must 
give  him  the  same  notice,  with  the  same  rights. 
The  workman  or  firm  giving  or  receiving  such 
notice  shall  immediately  notify  the  factory  com- 
mittee of  same,  and  under  no  consideration  shall 
a card  be  granted  or  settlement  made  during  the 
season  unless  this  rule  has  been  fully  complied 
with.  This  rule  not  to  be  so  construed  as  to 
prevent  a blower  being  discharged  upon  sight 
for  violating  this  rule. 

APPRENTICE  REGULATIONS. 

SEC.  28.  It  is  agreed  that  one  (1)  apprentice 
may  be  taken  to  each  fifteen  (15)  . and  three- 
fifths  (^)  of  fifteen  (15)  journeymen  steadily 
employed.  This  not  to  debar  any  firm  from  tak- 
ing one  (1)  apprentice  who  have  nine  (9)'  jour- 
neymen steadily  employed. 

Sec.  29.  Firms  starting  their  furnaces  not  later 
than  March  1,  1921,  shall  be  allowed  to  take  their 
apprentices  at  any  time  during  the  blast,  but  their 
quota  shall  be  based  upon  the  number  of  journey- 
men in  their  employ  not  later  than  March  1,  192L 
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Firms  starting  their  furnaces  after  March  I, 
1921,  shall  not  he  allowed  to  take  any  apprentices. 

Sec.  30.  Firms  who,  for  any  cause,  reduce  the 
number  of  their  journeymen  must  also  reduce  the 
number  of  their  apprentices  in  the  proportion  to 
the  journeymen  employed  at  the  time  of  reducing 
their  working  force,  so  that  they  at  all  times  shall 
be  within  the  requirements  of  this  rule.  Example : 
If  the  proportion  was  one  (1)  apprentice  to  three 
(3)  journeymen  before  reducing  their  working 
force,  the  reduction  would  be  one  (1)  apprentice 
to  three  (3)  journeymen. 

Sec.  31.  Firms  having  put  in  an  apprentice, 
and  if  from  any  cause  said  apprentice  leaves  the 
trade,  he  cannot  be  duplicated;  but  should  an  ap- 
prentice die  during  the  first  year  of  his  apprentice- 
ship, he  may  be  duplicated  during  that  season 
only.  However,  any  apprentice  who  may  enter 
and  be  retained  in  the  service  of  his  country  may 
be  duplicated.  This  not  to  apply  to  apprentices 
who  may  have  entered  the  service  prior  to  Sep- 
tember i,  1918. 

Sec.  32.  An  apprentice  shall  serve  not  more 
than  four  (4)  years,  consisting  of  forty  (40) 
working  months,  from  date  of  being  put  in  to 
blow.  Said  apprentice  shall  receive  not  less  than 
seventy-five  (75)  Per  cent,  of  journeymen’s 
wages.  No  loss  of  time  to  be  charged  against 
the  apprentice,  unless  the  time  so  lost  can  be 
reasonably  attributed  to  him. 

Sec.  33.  No  one  shall  be  considered  an  ap- 
prentice unless  he  is  put  in  a place  to  blow. 
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MISCELLANEOUS. 


Sec.  34.  All  ware  not  specified  in  this  List 
shall  be  rated  at  the  same  price,  and  subject  to 
the  same  rules,  in  regard  to  capacity  and  weight, 
as  those  specified  in  the  Bracket,  which  they  re- 
semble in  size,  shape,  weight  and  finish. 

Sec.  35.  Prices  set  on  new  bottles  at  the  var- 
ious branches  during  the  blast  shall  remain  until 
changed  by  Joint  Wage  Committee. 

Sec.  36.  Blowers  having  their  ware  con- 
demned, it  must  be  set  aside  for  inspection  and 
must  be  examined  by  the  blower  on  the  same 
day,  after  which  it  must  be  broken  down  or 
accounted  for. 

Sec.  37.  Workmen  are  permitted  to  enter  the 
packing-room  before  starting  and  after  stopping 
work  on  the  day  or  night  turn  or  during  the 
regular  stopping  times,  for  the  purpose  of  in 
specting  or  looking  after  ware  made  by  theii 
shop,  but  must  not  remain  in  the  packing-room 
after  such  inspection  has  been  made. 

SEC.  38.  Workmen  shall  not  wait  longer  than 
one  hour,  day  or  night  shift,  on  bad  glass  or  for 
any  other  cause.  Should  the  delay  be  occasioned 
by  bad  glass  it  shall  be  understood  that  the  work- 
men affected  shall  use  every  effort  during  the 
said  hour  to  get  the  gldss  in  proper  condition 
and  if  the  glass  is  not*  in  proper  condition  at  the 
expiration  of  said  time  workmen  shall  report  to 
the  manager,  and  if  he  does  not  instruct  them 
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to  lay  off  it  shall  be  understood  that  they  will  be 
paid  day  work , less  the  one  hour  above  men- 
tioned. 

Sec.  39.  No  blower  shall  be  allowed  to  ladle 
out  glass. 

Sec.  40.  No  workman  shall  be  permitted  to 
work  more  than  one  shift  in  twenty-four  hours. 
This  rule  shall  also  apply  to  apprentices. 

SEC.  41.  Workmen  shall  not  be  discriminated 
against  or  discharged  for  carrying  on  the  work 
of  this  association. 

SEC.  42.  No  workman  shall  be  allowed  to  carry 
moulds  to  or  from  the  ovens. 


CONFERENCES. 


Sec.  43.  A Preliminary  Conference  for  the 
purpose  of  considering  wage  scale  for  the  next 
season  shall  be  held  the  first  Tuesday  in  May 
and  the  Final  Conference  as  soon  after  the 
Manufacturers’  and  Workmen  have  held  their  an- 
nual conventions  as  necessary  arrangements 
can  be  made. 

Sec.  44.  At  the  Final  Conference,  held 
subsequent  to  the  adjournment  of  the 
conventions,  no  questions  shall  be  con- 
sidered relative  to  the  adoption  of  new 
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rules  or  a change  in  the  old  ones,  a change 
in  the  list,  or  the  addition  of  new  bottles 
to  the  list,  unless  notice  shall  have  been 
given  to  and  by  both  parties  at  the  Pre 
liminary  Conference. 

Sec.  45.  Manufacturers  and  Branches 
shall  notify  each  other  of  all  bottles  or 
changes  intended  to  be  submitted  to  the 
May  Conference,  and  the  reason  for  so 
submitting  them  which  notice  shall  be  in 
writing.  The  branches  shall  send  such 
written  notices  to  the  President  of  the 
Glass  Bottle  Blowers’  Association  and  the 
manufacturers  shall  send  their  written 
notices  to  the  President  of  the  National 
Vial  and  Bottle  Association. 


INTERPRETATION  OF  RULES. 


Sec.  46.  All  information  wanted  in  regard  to 
the  intention  or  meaning  of  the  rules,  regulations 
and  prices  shall  be  referred  to  the  President  of 
the-  Glass  Bottle  Blowers’  Association  whose  de- 
cision in  all  such  cases  shall  be  binding  unless 
said  decision  is  reversed  by  the  Joint  Wage  Pre- 
liminary Conference  in  the  case  of  a protest. 
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Manufacturers  who  desire  to  protest  against 
a decision  of  the  President  shall  serve  notice  in 
writing  on  the  branch  in  their  locality  of  their 
intentions  to  protest,  and  shall  also  notify  the 
President  of  both  the  Manufacturers’  and  Work- 
ers’ Organizations  of  the  protest ; this  notice 
shall  contain  all  information  necessary  for  a 
proper  review  of  the  case  protested.  Said  notice 
shall  be  served  not  later  than  thirty  days  prior 
to  the  first  day  of  the  Preliminary  Conference. 

Protests  on  decisions  made  between  April  ist 
and  July  ist  shall  be  reviewed  at  the  Final 
Conference  with  notice  as  above  stated,  to  be 
served  not  later  than  August  ist. 

No  case  in  protest  shall  be  reviewed  by 
either  Conference  unless  the  foregoing 
has  been  fully  complied  with. 

Sec.  47-  No  new  rules  shall  be  introduced  or 
< enforced  during  the  blast  of  1920-1921.
